a.  The stated deadline for filing objections, May 15, 2006, is prior to the date
of the notice and creditors are entitled to at least twenty (20) days notice of
the opportunity to file objections.  N.D. Ind. L.B.R. B-2002-2(b)(1).

the proposed chapter 13 plan DENIED, without prejudice to resubmission.
